Scarves should be 4”wide, 
36”long with NO fringe. 
 
What colors are acceptable?  
Best to keep the colors subtle - 
Blues, browns, olive, grays, 
maroon, and black are excellent 
choices. NO RED, WHITE AND 
BLUE COMBINATIONS. 
 

What fibers are acceptable?  We 
will accept scarves made from 
wool, acrylics or non-flammable 
fleece.
